The utmoafc stretch of charity will 
Bcarcely enable anyone who has follow- 
ed the tortuouB windings of the Civic 
- jiiajority to believe the transaction

As we said before, it is not the 
transaction consider od in itself; but it 

■ is wliat the manner of it too clearly 
indicates tiiat imparts so much impor- 

• tanoe to the , aflfair. The same men 
-who have acted with such duplicity, 
prevarication and tergiversation have 
had entrusted to thein the expenditure 
of Bomethuig. like 1162,000, of muni- 
cipal revenue, this year; and from all 
appearances it will be necessary to ex- 
pend nearly as much next year. What 
has become of the $100,000; raised 
for water-works, and which the Bate- 
payers were assured last year would 
amply suffice to bring the water supply 
within the city limits?

"Wo Lavo reccivod a copy of tho 
youngsst daily paper in Now Zealand 
—tho Charleston NewB.published con- 
jointly with the Buller News. Itia tbo 
queerest looking little sheet imagin- 
able — a single leaf with a few adver- 
tisomouts on tho ono side and a couplo 
of coluiiins or so of reading matter on 
tho other. Tho "loader," printed on 
au "extra" Blip, i.s a model of brevity, 
and if, as alleged, it ia founded on 
fact, may d(j g(Jod by directing atten- 
tion to IV frightful state of things in a 
public institution — we presume on the 
West Coast. The writer says: — "Fer 
the last fifty years the treatment of hu- 
man beingn dejirivcd of luiman reason 
has boon so much ameliorated by the 
exertions of tho noble and god-like 
medical profession, that cases of com- 
j)lote cure aro not uuconmion, and 
n-liero this desired object has not been 
cflectod a change has taken place in 
tho condition of tho insane that has 
made them partially useful in sundry 
occupations of life. Seeing tliis, would 
it be believed that such a stale of 
things could be tolerated as is depict- 
ed in the following extract from a 
private letter written by a lady: — 
Must such things bo? Here is a black 
2)ioture of some lives in ; it was re- 
lated to mo by ono who heard of it. 
Jlrs. B. visited the asylum j she was 
not at all satisfied with (he matron, 
and asked her if she had seen all tho 
patients, and whether there were not 
some othor.sV Oh, yes. Tho Den was 
then opened, but tho stench was so 
great that for a time sho could not 
look in; but when she did, what did 
sho see? — a heap of rotten straw, and 
a sort of monkey — a human being — a 
woman! but of what form she could 
not describe. There were two in that 
place, and they were never cleaned 
nor clothed, existing in all their filth. 
Tho visitor asked, have they no fixe in 
cold weather? The matron pointed to 
some old coats — thoy havo these. Tho 
visitor said that it ought to bo looked 
into. 'Oh, dear! it won't do to make 
complaints; there was a m.\n hero used 
to wash them and attend to them, but 
he got better and left. There was a 
patient in tho women's ward who was 
dying, a:ad all night long she was cry- 
ing for a drop of water; and there were 
many who could havo got up and 
waited on her, but sho was left crying, 
'Will no ono give me water?' till tho 
morning — and thou sho died." This 
is a picture of a New Zealand lunatic 
asylum as it exists at tho present mo- 
ment.

Of .course ; a great outcry is mado 
about tho Bupiuonesa of tho police, 
and there are complaints, well or ill- 
founded, that while tho Prussian pol- 
iceman is a vigilant censor of dishonest 
cabbies, he is a most inefficient guar- 
dian of the public safety. Of the mor- 
ality of Berlin I would prefer to say 
nothing. 1 saw more coarse vice in 
the streets than in either London, Vi- 
enna, or Paris.

Berlin is in every respect ono of tho 
finest cities in Europe. In point of 
population it conies next Paris, 
being slightly larger than Vienna, and 
increasing at a greater ratio. Tho 
last census gave G3l^,-lil4 in tho Aus- 
trian motroj)olis, exclusive of tlio sub- 
urbs, or with them 838,8-^5. Berlin 
lias only 828,103, but that enumera- 
tion did not include suburbs, which 
may fairly be said to form a portion of 
tlie city. Architecturally the G-erman 
is not so beautiful as tho Austrian capi- 
tal. Under den Linden, a fino thor- 
oughfare, 55 yards wide by a mile 
ong, and deriving its name from tho 
iouble avenuG of jUmes, interspersed 
with chestnuts, in its midst, contains 
most of tho buildings of any groat pre- 
ti-nsic^ns. In the other streets are as 
well-built, substantial, and handsomo 
houses, shops, and manufactories as 
could be found in any continental 
city; for iu addition to being tho capi- 
tal of the empire, it is a military center 
with a pormanent garrison in time of 
peiu-e of "21,000 troops. Berlin is an 
iniixfriiuit cnnuunrcial and manufac- 
taring luly, tlie priu(npal brauchos of 
induslrv being engine-building, iron- 
casting, tlio proiiuctiou of woolen and 
silk goods, and of those fancy articles 
for which Paris once had tlio mono- 
])oly, but which, owing to tho high 
wages demanded by tho Froiicli work- 
iiion, aro now mado in every large eily 
of Europe. The crowds in tho kIiooIs 
aro well-dressed and. seem prosjierouH, 
and there is a bustle and stir which ia 
very cheei'ing and lively. Physically 
tho Prussians arc; far bolter l<)(jkiiig 
tliau tho SuNous, and the ladios are 
dressed with more taste and [elegance.', 
i'erhaps one cause of tlieir improved 
a])poaranco is their greater love 
of fresh air. Tho hotel in wliicli 1 
slept at Berlin was tho only ono since 
.1 crossed tho Belgian frontier in which 
all the resources of modern scieuco 
had not been employed to destroy as 
much oxygen as possible, tho traflic 
of Berlin is well regulated, a number 
of policemen being statioiiod at tho 
corner of every street, and tho utmost 
order prevails ovorywhere. But per. 
sons who know Die city assort that un- 
der all this external appearance of pros- 
perity and peace, a terrible state uf 
affairs prevails. Orimes of violence 
oocur in I^erlin mueli moro fre(|uent]y 
limn in any oilier JOnro))eau capital. 
iNloKl of those alrocilins are (loiiuuitted 
iu the most erowtled parts of the city, 
many of tiuiiu in broad dayliglit, and 
the prevailing lilood-thirstiness showH 
a very desporato spirit among tho 
criminal classes, Asa general j'ule,.

London, July 22. — Iknowno reason 
why I should not frankly confess tliat 
I was Hattorod by receiving a card 
forming mo that "Tho Lord Mayor 
and tho Lady Mayoress requested the 
honor of' the company of M. Pisistra- 
tufl, Picbadilly, at dinuor.ou July 21st 
to meet tho representatives of litera- 
ture and art; at (5, for half past 6 o'- 
clock precisely." To diuo with tho 
Lord Mayor of Loudon is at any time 
an honor, but to dine with him, 
"To meet the representatives of liter- 
ature and art," that was indeed d»- 
lightful. Tho Lord Mayor had already 
signalized his administration by en- 
tertaining crown heads, princes, po- 
tentates, aud statesmen, but now ho 
was to cap the climax of his brilliant 
reign by gathering at his table 550 of 
of tho aristocracy of the British and 
European world of letters and of art. 
It was a grand idea, and right grand- 
ly was it carried out. Tho "Daily 
New8"upon the first announcement 
of the intended banquet jsaid that it 
trembled at tho boldness of tho Lord 
Mayor. Upon what principle was he 
to make his selection 'i When ho had 
chosen his 350 favoured onos, what 
halm could he apply to sooth the 
wounds which the uninvited 3,500 
would feel ? But the Lord Mayor is a 
bold man, and even this hint did not 
move him from his jjurpose. I have 
yet seen none of the neglected, and I 
know not what feelings may bo rank- 
ling in their hearts, but I am sure that 
all of tho 350 felt that it was good to 
bo there. Tho banquet was given in 
tho Egyptian Hall of tho Mansion 
House, and to uso the glowing words 
of one of tho morning papers, "seldom 
did a more brilliant array of men and 
women of talent assemble together," 
On arriving at tho Mansion House one 
found a crowd waiting to see the lions 
and on ascending tho staircase you en- 
tered a vestibule, in ivhich gorgeous 
creatures clad in raiment far finer than 
Solomon in all his glory, relieved you 
of your hat and overcoat. Then en- 
tering tho hall, you saw before you, at 
its upper end, tho Lord Mayor in 
his robes of state, and tho Lady 
Mayoress blazing with diamonds, stand- 
ing, to receive their guests. To reach 
them you must pass through an ave- 
nue line on each side with those who 
had preceded you, After paying my 
own salutations to my host and host- 
ofiS I turned to my rigid to mingle 
with this crowd, but suddenly found 
myself among all tho oporatio stars of 
the two houses, who were congregat- 
ed there in a brilliant group. The 
divine Patti was thore, dressed in pure 
wliilo, and actu.ally looking lovelier 
than over. "With her was her noble 
husband, tho Marquis de Caux, 
who is not handsomo, and whoso 
plainness is perhaps an oxcellont foil 
to tho radiant beauty of his wifo. So 
was the great Titiens — great in more 
than ono sense; so was tho silver- voic- 
ed Nilsson; tho youthful Albani, who 
has before her all the promise ot tk 
great carbor; Madame Dolby, Mari- 
mon, who presses so hard upon tho 
heels of patti that one scarcely knows 
to which of the two the palm should 
bo given; Saichi, Smoroschi, Singelli, 
ami Sherrington; Trebelli-Bcttini, tlie 
greatest contralto of the day; and 
Sladamo Tagliohi. It is not every day 
that one can get all theso peoi:)le under 
one roof, andjit is not Buq:)rising that 
I lingered among tliem. But it was 
necessary to see^v.-ho wore of the ruder 
sex. jVichbishop Manning had been 
bidden to the feast— curiously enough 
ho was the only prelate invited; but 
his grace is not in a foalive mood just 
now.
